Mex ico City , March 29 (ZP) — 
The lack of foreign markets 
pressed urgent problems today 
upon the Mex ican gov ernment’s 
newly acq uired oil industry . 
There hav e been eleven day s 
without sales abroad^ since the 
gov ernment took over 17 Ameri­ 
can and British oil companies on 
March 18, and the nation’s oil 
tanks are filled near to capacity . 
Production has been curtailed 
65 to 7 5 per cent, but ev en so it 
appears there soon will be no 
place to house the “black gold.” 
The problem of storage space 
is specifically technical, but its 
broader aspects embrace eco­ 
nomic adjustment. 
The suspension of purchases 
of Mex ican silv er by the United 
States treasury started the peso 
on a rapid decline. 
Mex icans 
believe the suspension was in re­ 
taliation for ex propriation of the 
$400,000,000 
foreign-owned 
oil 
industry . 
Some fear that the United 
States now is considering also 
an upward adjustm ent of tariffs 
on Mex ican goods — this fear 
based 
on Treasury 
Secretary 
Morgenthau’s statem ent Sunday 
that the United States intended 
to review commercial and finan­ 
cial relationships with Mex ico. 
Declining business sales were 
noted here. One leading depart­ 
ment store said sales were off 50 
per cent. One of the largest tire 
houses reported “not a single 
sale” last week or y esterday . 
A representativ e automobile 
dealer said he had sold only a 
third of the cars he would hav e 
sold normally in a similar period. 
He attributed the sales made in 
part to a desire by patrons to 
conv ert the slumping pesos into 
merchandise. 
The peso went as low as 4.7 0 
and 4.90 to the dollar in late 
street trading after the close of 
banks y esterday , a drop of 60 
to 80 points since Saturday .

dealings were suspended by the 
central bank of Mex ico with ex ­ 
propriation of the oil industry , 
so trading was with priv ate 
banks.

m er’s polar flights to America 
and polar weather observ ations 
by four Russian scientists. 
W ithout naming Dr. Schmidt, 
the council of the people’s com­ 
missars, which is eq uiv alent to 
the cabinet, adopted a resolution 
sev erely blaming the sea route 
administration for the perilous 
position of Sov iet ice breakers 
and ships drifting helplessly in 
the Arctic ice. 
The resolution found the work 
of the northern sea route in 1937 
unsatisfactory ” and called for 
a detailed report by April 15. 
The specific criticism dealt 
with the fact th at almost the 
entire ice breaker fleet, and 
nearly half of the freighters th at 
ply the northern route and were 
caught in the ice last autumn, 
are “ex posed to imminent dan­ 
ger.”

attributed 
blunders” to the “inactiv e and 
conceited attitude” of the sea 
route administration.

The Sen ate Lobby Committee is mak in g a ser­ 
iou s mistak e when it attempts to browbeat citi­ 
zen s who hav e ex ercised this right in a legiti­ 
mate man n er. Sen . Min ton of In dian a, the chair­ 
man , an d Sen . Schweilen bach of Washin gton , the 
other member, are both su pporters of the Ad­ 
min istration ’s Gov ern men t reorgan ization bill. 
Bu t it is n ot their bu sin ess to prosecu te, or per­ 
secu te, people who oppose the bill.

For Presiden t Roosev elt to imply that someon e 
besides the people has ev er “own ed” the Gov ern ­ 
men t of the Un ited States is for him to repu diate 
the prin ciples of democratic procedu re an d free 
election s. 
What this cou n try n eeds abov e all else is the 
assu ran ce of econ omic stability , n on -in terfer­ 
en ce on the part of the Gov ern men t an d a per­ 
man en t breathin g spell for bu sin ess an d in du stry .

Ev ery cit­ 
izen is made a 
sov ereign — su­ 
preme. 
The Constitution confers on ev ery 
citizen the rights and priv ileges of 
a sov ereign. But to hold this high 
priv ilege the citizen must maintain 
himself as a sov ereign. A sov ereign 
must be independent. A sov ereign 
cannot, as a sov ereign, accept any 
special aid that would make him de­ 
pendent upon others. When he ac­ 
cepts such aid he must of necessity , 
surrender his sov ereignty . 
The Constitution makes no prov i­ 
sion. nor permits the gov ernment to 
make prov ision for special gov ern­ 
mental aid to any group of normal 
citizens, because such a prov ision 
would be antagonistic to the Consti­ 
tutional principle of the equality of 
status of citizens. An American citi­ 
zen. as an American citizen, cannot 
ask for, nor accept charity from the 
gov ernment. 
What is charity ? Any special ma­ 
terial aid giv en to any group to meet 
the material needs of the group is 
charity . Any material aid giv en to 
any group by the gov ernment ov er 
and abov e the market v alue of the 
goods sold or the serv ices rendered 
by the group is charity . All that the 
gov ernment giv es to W.P.A, and 
others employ ed by the gov ernment 
ov er and abov e the market v alue of 
file serv ices rendered is charity . All 
that the gov ernment “ marks off” — 
cancels, in its v arious loans and hous-

All the 
millions that the gov ernment

“ charging oft’ in the homes it is 
building in the cities for those who 
are making from $7 5. to $T00. a month 
is charity . All that the gov ernment 
is giv ing to farmers ov er and abov e 
the market v alue of what they pro­ 
duce is charity . Perhaps nearly one- 
third of our population are today re­ 
ceiv ing directly or indirectly charity 
from the gov ernment 
Charity bestowed on those who 
could get along without it is alway s 
destructiv e in its effects. It injures 
the spirit far more than it helps the 
body . It of necessity , destroy s self­ 
respect and self-respect is the foun­ 
dation of character and citizenship. 
Parasitism blurs the moral sense, 
paraly zes 
self-respect 
and 
kills 
worthy ambition. 
We pity , but respect those who are 
incapable of taking care of them­ 
selv es, and are forced to accept char­ 
ity . But for those who are capable 
of taking care of themselv es to seek 
charity , that is collected from inde­ 
pendent citizens by gov ernmental 
compulsion, is for them to place a 
stigma upon themselv es and their 
children. A man who trades his price­ 
less heritage of independent citizen­ 
ship for a material consideration 
really surrenders his sov ereignty as a 
citizen, and classifies himself as a de­ 
pendent as a citizen of a lower class. 
It has been the policy of the Ad­ 
ministration, strange as it may seem, 
to encourage millions of independent 
American citizens to surrender their 
independence and join the dependent 
classes. 
We may recov er from the economic 
depression in a few y ears, but it will 
take more than a hundred y ears to 
recov er from the moral depression 
in character and ideals of the minion* 
who hav e fallen from the lofty state 
of independence to the low state a i 
dependency . 
A nation’s strength ie not in He 
material goods and electrical lux u­ 
ries, but in the character and ideate 
of its citizens. No nation can reason­ 
ably ex pect to maintain its independ­ 
ence that is made up of dependent 
citizens.
